NOTES FROM A CITY 


DESK — About 350 Dixon 
housewives phoned the North- 
ern Illinois Gas Co. office 
here yesterday, 
and their 


opening remarks went some- 
thing like this, "Say, I smell 
gas leaking 
somewhere 


and ..." 


They weren't wrong, either, as 


Dave Strieff, young, pleasant dis- 
trict manager explained it to us 
this morning. They DID smell gas 
and it was because of something 
that hasn't happened in the Dixon 
area for quite a while. 


StrieH said that the difficulty 


originated when a large local 
gas user (Public Service) turned 
off its gas temporarily. That cut 
the flow through a gas relay 
station located on Rt. 52 about 
five miles southeast of Dixon. 
In connection with the distribu- 
tion station, Strieff explained, 
there is some odorizing equip- 
ment—a gadget that feeds in an 
ethyl substance that gives your 
natural gas a smell. 
Natural 


ga*, as you probably know, is 
practically odorless. The "smell" 
gives the user protection against 
leaks, enables one to detect a 
leak before he is overcome. 


Anyway, the mechanical odor- 


tier went temporarily beserk, 
with the cut in the load, and 
flooded 
the 
mains with 
an 


over-dose of "smell." 


Things got a bit "smelly" around 


a number of homes where the 
main», valves, etc., had developed 
minute leaks over the years but 
had heretofore gone undetected. 
That set off the jangle of phones 
and some 'heroic service on the 
part of tha gas company. 


Strieff said that outside crews 


were summoned and late yester- 
day the men had called at every 
home where the reports of gas 
leaks had origination. The men 
used "leak detectors" and soap 
suds in the hunt for the gas leaks. 
They applied wrenches to valves 
and joints where the tiny leaks 
were detected. There was nothing 
really serious, Strieff explained. 


One would think that a man, 


fresh from a battle with the 
phones, would turn up a bit 
hard-bitten. Not Strieft. Actually, 
he said, the gas company was 
happy to service the calls. "We 
take nothing for granted," he 
explained quite cheerfully. He 
•aid that the gas company nor- 
mally receives three or four gas 
leak complaints a day. Multiply 
that by a hundred and you can 
begin to grasp the situation as of 
Monday morning. 


"Our first bit of advice to people 


who report gas leaks is to be sure 
and ventilate their homes." Strieff 
told us. "That's good practice until 
our men can get there and take 
care of the situation." 


He added this bit of advice, 


"I wish people would get our 
correct phone number. Since 
Northern Illinois Gas Co. sepa- 
rated from the Public Service 
Co. our number is 2-1261. A lot 
of people are still phoning the 
Public Service office." 
Before Mr. Strieff left, we asked 


him 
an embarrassing question 


about the nature of the odorizing 
element used by the gas com- 
pany. 


"The 
trade name is 
Stop- 


Leak,'' he replied blushingly. 
We thought that was a pretty 


good place to end the interview.

Krishna Menon Confers 
With Eisenhower, Dulles 
Reports Possibility of

WASHINGTON (JP)—Indian diplomat V. K. Krishna 


Menon said after a conference with President Eisenhower to- 
day that he thought the release of some airmen by •Red-China- 
had "opened the door" to the possibility of freedom, for 
others held there. 


Krishna Menon met with Eisen- 


hower for 45 minutes. 


White House Press Secretary 


James Hagerty announced that at 
the President's suggestion the In- 
dian diplomat would meet later to- 
day with Secretary of State Dulles. 


He also said that Krishna Menon 


would probably see the President 
again before he leaves the country 
in July. 


Krishna 


Not Specific 
Kenon would not dis- 


cuss any specific subject he had 
talks about with Eisenhower and 
Dulles during the meeting in the 
President's office. 


He was asked whether, apart 


[from his report to the President, 
he could state his feeling about the 
possibility of release of 11 Ameri- 
can airmen acknowledge by Red 
China to be imprisoned there. Four 
fliers were released about two 
weeks ago after Krishna Menon 
had visited Peiping. 


In reply to the question, the In- 


dian envoy said: 


"Well, apart from my meeting 


with the President, I have said 
before in India that the release of 
the four fliers opened the door." 


Asks Efforts 


Krishna Menon added he was 


sure there could be a "lowering 
of tensions" between the United 
States and Red China "if we all 
make an effort." 


He said India is doing its best 


to help in the process. 


His purpose in coming here was 


to report on a 10-day visit to Pre- 
mier Chou En-Lai of Red China 
last month and to urge that the j 
U. S. government make some con- j 
ciliatory gesture toward Red China 
following up the release of the four 
airmen.

month conferring with Red Chi- 
nese .Premier Chou En-lai.

ican airmen they acknowledged 
imprisoning. But he is known to 
feel that in order to bring this 
about the United States should 
make some conciliatory gestures. 
That was understood to be the 
burden of his report and recom- 
mendations to Eisenhower today. 
In the long run he hopes to create 
such a lessening of tensions that 
the United States and Red China

WASHINGTON (ffl — Chairman 


Paul M. Butler of the Democratic 
National Committee has approved 
proposed rules designed to avoid 
a repetition next year of the 
"loyalty oath" dispute that rocked 
the party's 1952 convention. 


Committee members will act at 


their next meeting on the suggest- 
ed rules, designed to assure con- 
vention harmony and get the par- 
ty's presidential nominee on all 
state ballots. 


The proposals, approved by But- 


ler Monday, would: 


1. Make state Democratic com- 


mittees responsible for getting the 
convention's nominees on state bal- 
lots under the Democratic label. 


2. Urge enactment of state laws 


requiring that nominees of the 
major parties appear on ballots 
"under the names and emblems of 
the political parties whose nomi- 
nees they are." 


In addition, the rules would de- 


clare it the "duty" of every na- 
tional committee member to sup- 
port 
the 
convention nominees. 


Members failing to do so would 
face loss of their seats "after 
notice and opportunity for hear- 
ing." 


Demands that 1952 convention 


delegates pledge support of the 
party selections arose from the 
failure of the Truman - Barkley 
ticket to get on the Alabama ballot 
in 1948. Under a compromise state- 
ment, delegates gave assurances 
they would work toward getting 
the 1952 national ticket on state 
ballots. 


The proposed 1956 rules were 


framed by a special 80-member 
advisory committee headed by for- 
mer National Chairman Stephen 
A. Mitchell, Sen. Humphrey (D- 
Minn) and former Gov. John S. 
Battle of Virginia. 


He-Won't

Orders Only Top 
Bills Read in Full; 
Others by Titles 
SPRINGFIELD, 111. (fl>)— 


Speaker Warren Wood today 
launched a move aimed at 
lessening the force of a fili- 
buster that has slowed down 
the Illinois house for a week. 


After the house convened, Rep. 


John Morris (D-Chadwick) jumped 
to his feet and sought recognition 
in order to demand that all bills 
called for consideration be read 
in full. 


Wood ignored 
him and other 


members of the filibuster bloc and 
started off with reading bills by 
title only, a time saver which is 
the normal procedure in the legis 
lature. 


On His Own 


However, on his own and still 


refusing to recognize the filibus- 
terers, Wood selected certain key 
bills and ordered them read in full 
as required by the Constitution. 
This step was taken as a safe- 
guard against possible future chal 
lenges to legality of bills enacted 
by tfiefa'SseinBly. 


As a result of the maneuver, 


the pace in the house speeded up 
somewhat 
although 
proceedings 


still were not moving as fast as 
usual. 


Wood pointed out to the lawmak 


ers that there is no legal require- 
ment for the regular session to 
end on June 30, the customary 
windup date. 
After that, a two- 


thirds vote would be needed. 


"One-Man Legislature" 


In order to get action on im- 


portant measures, Wood said the 
slowdown would soon force him to 
"become a one-man legislature" 
by setting a priority on the bills 
that would be called for votes be- 
fore June 30. 


If that procedure becomes neces- 


sary. Wood said, he will give pref- 
erence to appropriation and reve- 
nue 
bills and 
other 
measures 


sought by the state administration. 


Morris, supported by a small 


band of house members, began his 
filibuster a week ago in protest 
against house passage 
of three 


bills permitting Chicago to build 
an exposition building on the lake- 
front. 


His offer to call It off if the sen- 


ate would alter the bills was re- 
jected. 
Morris sought a change 


which 
would 
permit downstate 


county fairs to share in the fair 
and exposition fund, the source of 
revenue for the proposed Chicago 
convention hall.

BUENOS AIRES, Argen-

Attacking the clergy as "a woll 


in sheep's clothing," he threatened 
in a nationwide broadcast Monday 
night to crack down with all his 
might on future outbreaks. 


Shortly before he spoke, fresh 


fgihting erupted in the Plaza de 
Mayo in downtown Buenos Aires. 
Church supporters hurled back a 
crowd of Peron adherents who 
charged the Metropolitan .Cathe- 
dral and the adjoining Archbish- 
op's Palace in an effort to mount 
an Argentine flag on the palace. 
The Peronistas shouted "Peron 
yes! Priests no I" as they rushed 
the building. 


No Injuries 


There were no reports of any 


injuries. Twenty-nine persons were 
injured Sunday in rioting around 
the cathedral. Some 470 persons 
were arrested over the weekend, 
most, of them Catholic faithful who 
took refuge in the Episcopal Pal- 
ace when the rioting broke out. 
. The nationwide strike demonstra- 
tion was called by the General 
Confederation of Labor (CGT), 
whose six million members consti- 
tute one of the strongest pillars of 
the Peronista movement. It was 
welded together by Peron and his 
wife Eva during the last years of 
her life. 


The CGT called for the stoppage 


of all but a few activities in the 
country, between 3 p.m. and mid-, 
night. Workers will gather for 
mass rallies here and elsewhere 
over .the land.

tory Survey, University of Illi- 
nois College of Agriculture, and 
cooperating agencies. These bul- 
letins report current trends in 
the insect situation and may re- 
quire local modification, since 
weather 
conditions 
materially 


affect insect populations. 
Grasshoppers: Moderate to se- j 


vers infeststion.s of this pest are 
spotted throughout the state. All 
reports indicate heavy concentra- 
tions of grasshoppers in fence rows 
ditch banks, road sides, and simi- 
lar areas. Egg hatching is practi- 
cally complete in the south half of 
the state and is well advanced in 
the north half. Now is the time to 
control grasshoppers while they 
are in these areas. They will soon 
migrate into legume fields. 


To control hoppers in these con- 


centrated areas, use toxaphene at 
one and one-half pounds or diel- 
drin at one-quarter pound per 
acre. Either one will continue to 
kill newly emerging hoppers for 
about two weeks. If hoppers have 
migrated throughout hay 
fields, 


use aldrin or heptachlor at the 
rate of two ounces per acre. Eith- 
er can be applied to within 15 days 
of harvest, while 30 days must 
elapse between treatment and har- 
vest when dieldrin is used and 40 
days with toxaphene. 


Controlling hoppers while they 


are concentrated in the hatching 
areas is the cheapest and best 
.method. 


Corn borer: The 
cool, rainy 1 


weather of this past week has re- | 
tarded borer development. Winds 
and rains have undoubtedly killed 
some moths. In field corn the sit- 
uation is not nearly so serious as 
the overwintering borer population 
indicated, since early development 
of com borer is equivalent to a 
general delay in planting. 


At present practically all moths 


have merged in the area south of 
the Champaign-Quincy line. About 
80 per cent have emerged in the 
central and north-cenrtal section, 
and 60 per cent in the northern 
fourth. 


Moths have been laying eggs for 


for almost 10 days, and the most 
advanced fields of field com in the 
central and north-central areas 
have about 200 egg masses per 100 
stalks of corn. Hatching should be 
well under way this week. Final 
emergence will take place with the 
first few warm days, and egg lay- 
ing will proceed rapidly and end 
in another 10 to 14 days.

For June 25 


The referendum to determine 


whether or not the Marketing: Quo- 
ta Program will be in operation 
for the 1956 wheat crop will be held 
June 25.

Lee 
County 
Agricultural 


Stabilization and Conservation Com- 
mittee advises that the voting: will 
be held in the Farmers Elevator, 
Harmon. 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. (CDT) 
Saturday, June 25, 1955. 


Each wheat grower has been id- 


vised of his 1956 wheat acreage al- 
lotment and will receive a leaflet 
explaining program operations. 


The committee explains that if 


the vote is favorable, the program 
will be in operation for the 1956 
larvested wheat crop, and price 
support for that crop will probably 
be between 75 and 82 per cent of 
jarity. A farmer who exceeds his 
arm wheat allotment, or 15 acres, 
whichever is larger, will be sub- 
ject to a marketing penalty equal 
o 45 per cent of parity on the ex- 
cess production. 


If the vote is unfavorable, the 


support price will be 50 per cent of 
parity for those farms where the 
wheat acreage allotment is not ex- 
ceeded. 


The Committee points out that 


at least two-thirds of those farmers 
voting- must favor the quotas if 
the program is to be in operation 
for the 1956 wheat crop. If more 
than one-third vote "No" the Wheat 
Marketing Quota Program will not 
be in operation for the 1956 crop. 


In a siimlar referendum held a 


year ago. the national vote was 
close, a favorable vote of .73.3 per- 
cent compared with the necessary 
66*3 per cent.

Richard Thruelsen makes the 


comment in an article entitled "Too 
Much Is Our Trouble," in which 
he makes a comprehensive report 
on the farm surplus problem and 
the reasons behind it. 


As ot this spring, he says, our 


Commodity Credit Corporation had 
57,500,000.000 in public funds invest- 
ed in surplus commodities. This is 
said to be enough to give every 
adult American a $75 stake in an 
agricultural surplus we can't wear, 
we can't sell and we can't give 
away. And it costs $1,000.000 a day 
lo store it. 


Thruelsen estimates that the Gov- 


ernment owns and is committed to 
buy enough wheat to make 1.600 
loaves of bread for every family in 
the United Stales, enough surplus 
cotton to make 117 shirts or 91 
house dresses for every family in 
the country, and enough butter in 
storage to give every one of the 
19S-.000.000 inhabitants of the Afri- 


can continent a two-pound pack- 
age. 


The author finds that the reasons 


for overproduction are not simple. 
He mentions the increased skill of 
our farmers, the development of 
hybrid strains, new fertilizers, new : 
pest controls and the widespread j 
mechanization. Meanwhile, farm j 
population has dwindled by a third.

The Lambskin Is Slipping 


If anyone has had any real doubt as to the objectives of 


Moscow's great "sweetness and light" campaign in Europe, 
it should be removed by Russia's offer to normalize relations 
with West Germany. 
Germany is the Soviet goal in Europe, and always has 


been. In the end most of the Kremlin's recent maneuvers 
will not have any lasting meaning if West Germany rearms 
as a full-fledged Western partner. That is what the Rus- 
sians want to prevent. 
To establish diplomatic ties with the Bonn government 


would, of course, be merely preliminary. The point of that 
move is to give the Kremlin official access to the West Ger- 
mans. Then they may propose to Chancellor Adenauer in 
Moscow, as they did to Chancellor Raab of Austria, measures 
affecting his country's future. 


What the Russians evidently seek, short of a unified 


Germany they can dominate, is a neutralized Germany, 
either divided'or whole. In other words, they want to draw 
the West Germanys away from their growing Western orien- 
tation.

Adenauer already has decided to accept Moscow's offer 


to come there and consult if the Western powers agree. It 
would be extremely difficult politically for him to refuse 
such a meeting. His domestic opposition makes enough trou- 
ble as it is for his policies of alliance with the West. 


But Adenauer would certainly go to Moscow in a wary 


mood. He knows that many enticements might be thrown 
his way. He also knows that they will not be offered without 
a price. And most likely it is a price he will not be willing 
to pay. 
The German chancellor's current visit to the United 


States emphasizes that Germany's westward leanings are 
becoming more, not less pronounced. Furthermore, in his 
first comments on the Russian offer he made it clear he 
would not visit Mosc.ow until after the proposed Big Four 
meeting. 
*

The Western powers, now conferring in preparation for 


such a conference, expect to talk about Germany with the 
Soviet Union. But in its various notes on the meeting, Mos- 
cow has not mentioned Germany. It seems plain that at this 
stage it would much prefer to try to strike off an individual 
deal with the Germans themselves. 


Adenauer, however, is not only wary but shrewd. He 


will have some embarrassing questions to ask the Russians. 
What about German soil now under Polish control,? What 
about free elections, internationally monitored, for East Ger- 
many? What about the tens of thousands of German pris- 
oners still held in Russia? 


The Soviet Union is hurting badly over the prospect of 


a rearmed Germany in the Western orbit. It is using bold 
strokes in an effort to head off the fulfillment of this pros- 
pect. With imagination and firmness, the West can counter 
these moves. 


In collaboration with the tough-minded Adenauer, it 


should surely be able to match this latest Soviet stroke. The 
West is ahead in the struggle for Germany. This is no time 
to start losing the battle.

Passport Rulings Will 
Be Tested in U.S. Court 


State Department Has 
Discretionary Powers

WASHINGTON «Pi—The State De- 


partment can let Americans travel 
abroad or force them to stay home 
by granting or withholding pass- 
ports. Any citizen who goes abroad 
without a pa-ssport 
commits a 


crime. 


This week the American Civil 


Liberties Union (ACLU) goes into 
federal court seeking to force the 
department to modify its reasons 
for refusing passports and to let 
persons denied them have a chance 
to appeal. 


Last year over 400,000 passports 


were granted. How many appli- 
cants were turned down? An offi- 
cial of the Passport Division said 
Monday he does not know be- 
cause the division keeps no record 
on the number of denials. 


Can Refuse 


He said the department can re- 


fuse to grant a passport because: 


1. An applicant is a Communist 


or has Communist ties, has a crim- 
inal record, is insane, or can't pay 
his way; or 


2. The department doesn't think 


letting a certain Individual go 
abroad is in this country's best 
interests. This gives the depart- 
ment wide latitude. 


The official said: In cases which 


(all under No. 2 the State Depart- 
ment uses its own discretion. For 
example: An individual who wants 
to go to Latin America may, in 
th« department's opinion, have 
links with revolutionists there. He 
wouldn't get a passport. 


David Carliner, ACLU attorney, 


says a person may be refused a 
passport on the grounds that he 
said 
something 
considered dis- 


paraging about the United States. 


Gives Example 


He gave a.n example: One man's 


passport was held up because he 
was accused, among other things, 
of having said when last abroad 
that this country was full of cap- 
italists who exploited labor. He 
finally got it. 


What appeal does an individual 


have—and what chance to face his 
accusers and refute them—if he 
is refused a passport? The pass-

GM has 119 plants across the 


country. 


In Flint, Mich., where GM has 


its heaviest concentration of work- 
ers, a total of 23,000 at four Chev- 
rolet plants and the AC Spark Plug 
Division were off the job at one 
time Monday. But by nightfall 
pickets were withdrawn at all but 
the Chevrolet frame plant. A un- 
ion spokesman said all five plants 
would be operating by today. 


Ponttac Closed 


Two of the three big GMC plants 


in Pontiac, Mich., resumed opera- 
tions Monday. Only Pontiac Mo- 
tor Division, with 33,770 employes, 
remained down on all three shifts. 
The dispute there was reported to 
be over time schedules and work- 
ing conditions. The company said 
It expected the workers back to- 
day. 


At the Detroit transmission plant 


at Willow Run outside Detroit, 


8,300 workers went back to their 
jobs after Local 735 officials re- 
ceived a back-to-work telegram 
from-the UAW international. 


But many locals failed to heed

In Detroit, the Cadillac plant

The cloudburst here lasted an

A measure sponsored bv Com- 


mittee Chairman Hill (D-Ala) goes 
a good deal be\ond a companion 
Eisenhower 
administration 
pro- 


posal which would limit free vac- ' 
cine to children whose parents 
can't afford it. Eisenhower has 
asked 2S million dollars for his 
plan. Hill s proposal w ould give 
free v a c c i n e to all children 
through the age of 19, regardless 
of ability to pay This would cost 
about 125 millions 


Ives said he had not decided 


which he would suppoit. However, 
he said another Democratic-spon- 
sored proposal for standby control 
powersi appears "dead" The ad- 
mimstiation argues such poweis 
are not needed 


Hill's pioposal would peimit the 


federal government to buy up vac- 
cine and turn it over to states 
which had distribution plans and 
could guarantee free inoculations 
'o any child wanting them 


The National Foundation for In- 


fantile Para'ysis indicated it has 
slight hope for completing its pro- 
gram calling for two vaccine shots 
for all first and second graders be- 
fore this scnool term ends 
In 


manv places, school alreadv has let 
out for the summer. 


But a spokesman said the foun- 


dation is banking on giving second 
shots to man> voungsters at clinics 
during the vacation period 


In the meantime, the Public 


Health Seivice announced vestei- 
dav it was abandoning the practice 
of issuing daily reports on post- 
inoculation polio cases From now 
on, the service said, it would put 
out weekly summaries on Thurs- 
day 


Up to last Thui sday health serv- 


ice records showed 146 confirmed 
cases among about six million 
children who had been given vac- 
cine. Six of those stricken died 


The service s announcement in- 


dicated a decline in the incidence 
of polio cases possibly traceable 
to defective vaccine. It said 


"In few of the recently reported 


accepted (confnmed) cases ha» th» 
time interval between vacunation 
and the onset of the disease been 
short enough for a possibl* impli- 
cation of the vaccine."
